STOCK AND CROP 
CENSUS 


BIG INCREASE IN WHEAT 
ACREAGE 


——_o—_—_ 


The preliminary estimates of the numbers 
of livestock and of the acreage under crops 
in the Irish Free State on the Ist of last 
month, prepared by the Statistics Branch of 
the Department of Industry and Commerce, 
gives the total number of cattle as 4,005,000 
(including 1,345,000 milch cows); pigs, 
1,010,000 (including 105,000 sows); sheep, 
3,072,000; and sow. Shán 20,030,000. 

The acreage under crops is set out as :— 
Wheat, 255,000; oats, 558,000; barley, 
132,000; potatoes, 335,000; turnips, 148,000; 
mangels, 85,000; total corn crops, 942,000; 
total root and green crops, 663,000. Total, 
1,603,000. Hay, 2,052,000. 

There is a reduction of the total number 
of cattle by .4 compared with last year. 
Cattle under one year have increased by 14 
per cert., and cattle two years and over 
have decreased by 12.8 per cent. Pigs show 
a fairly substantial reduction, 7.1 per cent., 
and sheep and poultry a slight increase. 

The total acreage under crops has increased 
by 1.5 per cent. and the acreage under hay 
has decreased by a similar figure. 

There has been a fairly substantial reduc- 
tion in the acreage under oats, barley and 
turnips—15 per cent., but the acreage under 
wheat has increased from 163,000 to 255,000 or 
by 55.8 per cent. 

Except in wheat there is no significant 
change in the incidence of cropping. 


IN NORTHERN IRELAND 


In Northern Ireland the outstanding 
feature of the agricultural returns is the 


| continued increase in the numbers of sheep, 


pigs and poultry, each of which establish new 
high records. The number of catttle show 
a decrease of 29,585, compared with a year 


0, 

All the corn cropa, except rye, declined in 
area, the acreage falling by 10,216 acres to 
275,559 acres. Wheat was grown on 2,194 
acres less than in 1935, and occupying 6,873 
acres, is the lowest acreage recorded since 
1935. ‘The acreage-under oats, 265,040 acres, 
is less by 7,648 acres than in 1935, and is 
the lowest acreage ever recorded under this 
crop. The acreage under barley was 2,823 
acres, 283 acres less than in 1935. 

In thé case of root and green crops a 
small increase was recorded, as compared 
with 1935. Potatoes were grown on 131,737 
acres, as compared with 129,015 acres in 
1935. and mangels also showed an increase 
of 178 acres, the crop occupying 1,173 acres, 
as against 995 acres a year ago. Turnips, 
however, were only grown on 31,287 acres, 
as compared with 008 acres in 3955, a 
decrease of 2.071 acres. 

The flax acreage declined by 2,378 to 
25.577 acres. The acreage under fruit also 
showed a decline to 8,439 acres from 8,541 
acres in 1944 

All classes of cattle declined in numbers 

betweer 1955 and 1936. Milch cows declined 
by 2.495 from 252,297 to 249,802. A sub- 
stantial decline also occurred in the numbers 
of heifers in calf, only 25,128 being recorded, 
as against 27,339 in 1935. The total number 
of cattle recorded, 769,663, is 29,588 fewer 
than in 1935. Sheep at 834,754 show an 
increase of 16,450, and creates another new 
high record for Northern Ire!and. 
_ Pigs, for the third successive year, estab- 
lished a new high record at 521,255 or an 
or 13.8 per cent., as com- 
pared with 1955. Poultry exceeded ten and 
one half million, a new high water mark.
